CHINA AND JAPAN. 
May I crave a little of your space 
to refute a widespread misconception

KOWLOON, 


| HON.G-CONQUERORS OR. HONG- - 


‘RONGEREELS? 


Some sensation has been caused 
by a serrnon preached at St. Andrew's. 
Church, Kowloon, on Sunday aven- 
ing.. by the Rev. E. Martin, from. the 


‘text "Solomon said Give me wisdom 


and knowledge": 
Last Sunday we recalled’ our 


'Heroes of the War, and it is well 


now to. consider ourselves, An 
outstanding feature of Kowloon: life 
is. the. snobbishiness. with which 
certain folk tum up their noses 
at their social dnferiors. until the 
latter ‘prosper in business, and 
then the’ former snubs grow 
jealous and curious. This. is a case 
of Lady Clapperclaw in:the ‘ Book of 
Snobs,” Thackeray in another work, 
“Sketches. in London,” remarks: 
“Do you mean..to say, you great 
folks, that. your object in society is 
not love, not friendship, is not family 
union and’ affection, is net truth and 
kindness, ig not. generous sympathy 
and union of Christian men and - 
women, parents, and children, but © 


that you assemble and meet together 


with a daring selfishness openly 
havowed?'* Such are our own snobs 
Iwho cut their old friends when 
prosperity has made them proud. 
Another of our sins is: an inordinate 
'Yust for money. The war provided 
us all with an opportunity for giving 
Iiwwhich will never recur in exactly the 
|same way. But while Brinain’s bravest
